Calls for Railroad 


Strike to Start on 


Monday Morn Out 


Trainmen and Engineers 
Ordered to Quit Work; 


Other Strike News 


(By The Associated Press) 


Heads 
of two 
big- 
operating 


brotherhoods today set 6 a. m. 
(EST) Monday as the deadline for 
a progressive stnke which could 
paralyze the nation's railroad sys- 
tems. 


The announcement was made at 


a press conference called in Clave- 
land by A. F. Whitney of the 
tramrnent's brotherhood and Al- 
vanley Johnston of the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Engineers. 


The 
announcement 
officially 


confirmed reports from local of- 
ficers of the brotherhoods in many 
cities across the country that they 
already had received instructions 
for the walkout. 


Whether the strike will go oft 


as scheduled, however, was not 
clear 
immediately. 
Under 
the 


Railway Labor Act, President Tru- 
man can appoint an emergency 
board to study the dispute and 
submit recommendations. 
Such 


procedure is presumed to fore- 
stall any strike from 30 to 60 
days. 


Johnston said in 
Washington 


last month the orotherhoods prob- 
ably would exhause machinery 
under the Railway Labor Act. 


May Disrupt Mails 


Whitney indicated that mail 


service might be disrupted when 
he said employes on mail trams 
have the same "right to refuse to 
perform services" as those on oth- 
er trains. 


"Men m road and yard service 


are to handle and transport troop 
trains, hospital trains and milk 
trams with the understanding no 
other service is to be preformed 
in connection therewith", he said. 


The stnke plan calls for the 


work stoppage to become effec- 
tive Monday on one group of 
roads; Tuesday on the 
second 


group; Wednesday on the third 
group and Thursday on the final 
group. 


At the same time, the railroad 


managements denounced the strike 
call as a "senseless and flagrant 
disregard" of the Railway Labor 
Act and special federal mediator 
James F. Dewey was summoned 
from Detroit to Washington to 
give Secretary of Labor Schwel- 
lenbach a report on the General 
Motors strike. 


GM Strike 106 Days Old 


A labor department spokesman 


in Washington said Dewey was 
called in "in view of the impasse" 
in Detroit negotiations to end the 
106-day old gtnke. 


The special mediator will attend 


afternoon wage talks in Detroit 
between representatives of 
the 


corporation and the 175,000 strik- 
ing CIO United Auto Workers, 
then board a plane for Washing- 
ton to confer with Schwellenbach 
this evening. 


The JJAW called its stnke a

Shoe Supplies Due 


to Grow This Year 


Boston. March 6—Four pairs of 


shoes in 1946 for every man. wom- 
an and child in the United States' 


That was the prediction today of 


Maxwell Field, executive vice pres- 
ident of the New England Shoe 
and Leather association, whose 
members produce a very sizeable 
proportion of the nation's foot- 
wear 


Basing his estimate on the 200- 


odd new shot factories that have 
Sprung up in the months since V-J 
Day. together with expansion of 
existing plants. Field said the out- 
put this year would tota" 550.000,- 
000 pairs of all types of footwear. 


"That", he said, "compares with 


an estimated 490.000.000 pairs m 
1945 and the peak output of 498,- 
000,000 pairs in 1941". 


Steel Strike Hurts 


"Yes. we have critical short- 


ages m "some supplies", he added, 
"and the steel strike held us back, 
but I still am sure that we will 
top the 500 million mark this 
year". 


He explained that most of the 


existing factories had kept their 
machinery in good order during 
the war veaip thus being able to 
keep up a steady flow of produc- 
tion. 


The return of milady's hand- 


bags and leather novelties was cut 
somewhat into the amount of 
sheepskin needed for the shoe in- 
dustry, according to Field, and a 
shortage of the lumber needed for 
wooden heels also was cited as a 
"drawback" to the shoe business.

(During the trial he 
had acknowledged moial responsi- 
bility for actions of his subordi- 
nates ) 


Of his forthcoming execution, he 


remarked. 


"God 
in Heaven will judge me,

My countrymen 
know why I'm to die .and none of 
them believe me guilty. That is 
enough for me". 


"When I come to think I'm a 


man whollv misunderstood by the 
world." the letter concluded, "I 
feel sad.

These rurnois wholly ignore the 


fact that we have demobilized and 
the British are not strong enough 
to fight anyone in the rumored 
zones of the Near East and China. 


If these suggestions of Russian 


aggression have any soundness at 
all—or even remote possibilities— 
we are not only pursuing an m- 
effecti\e foreign policy, but the 
wrong military policy. Pearl Har- 
bor should have taught us to be 
less sleepy—or rather to be less 
self-centered m oui own hopes, 
thoughts and pioblems. to the ex- 
clusion of what the other fellow is 
thinking and doing 


Russia has not demobilized We 


do not know much of what 13 go- 
ing on inside Russia herself, but | 
our official eye has seen that the ' 
2,000,000 Russian troops in the 
occupied zones, unlike our troops, 
do not wish to go home. Apparent- 
ly they like it better outside Also 
for many months Russia has had 
a formidable army on the Man- 
chutian bordei or in Noith China, 
and on the Turkish border. I do 
not anticipate war. It is unthink- 
able that Moscow would embark 
upon Hitleresque agressions. Like 
people generally, I resolve all 


doubts m favor of what I want, 
and do not feel it comfortable to 
expect war. Yet the plain inner 
and outer facts today show me 
that I must prepare or be ready 
for what I do not want. These 
facts of today can be simply sum- 
marized in two conclusions: 


A satisfactory way of dealing 


with Russia has not yet been 
found. Until it is found, we can 
have no confidence in the peace. 


Therefore, a reconsideration not 


only of foreign policy, but of re- 
lated military and domestic tac- 
tics, would seem to be a primary 
order of pending government busi- 
ness.

of absolute neutrality, which has 
existed in principle for some four 
and a half centuries, raises a tough 
problem in her relations with the 
U n i t e d Nations 
Organization, 


which thus far hasn't announced 
any method whereby membership 
can be accorded to neutrals as 
such, that is, states that claim 
special exemptions 


We are likely to hear a good 


deal about this before long be- 
cause the question seems bound 
to arise whether Switzerland is to 
be given preferential treatment. 
The Swiss will tell you they're 
anxious to coopeiate with other 
nations in maintaining- peace. They 
hope that the UNO will find some 
method whereby at least a modi- 
fied membership can be accorded. 
But they would about as soon give 
up one of their beloved Alps as 
their neutrality, and if you will 
glance at your maps of Europe you 
will begin to see why. 


Switzerland lies m the heart 


of the continent and it is the 
crossroads of the shortest routes 
from north to south and from west 
to east. That puts this little coun- 
try of some 16 000 square miles 
decidedly on the spot, perched 
as it is on its mountains among 
Germany, F r a n c e and Italy. 
Trouble among the major powers 
always meant grave danger of in- 
vasion for Switzerland. 
* * * 


But that's not the whole story. 


The population of the Swiss Fed- 
eration of 22 cantons is drawn 
chiefly from three races—German, 
French and Italian. German is 
spoken by about two millions, 
French by close to a million and 
Italian by the balance. 


Now one can see with half an 


eye that if Switzerland had aban- 
doned her neutrality in a war in- 
volving France, Germany or Italy, 
she not only would have inivited 
invasion but likely would have 
caused heartburnings among her 
own 
people. 
Indeed, 
internal 


troubles might have resulted. This 
should be qualified by pointing out 
that in the second World War the 
Swiss were against nazism and 
fascism, but this fact doesn't alter 
the general proposition. 


As the Swiss put their case, they 


have full confidence in the allied 
leaders who fought for the liberty 
of the world. They wbuld glady 


accept an invitation to join the 
UNO if abandonment of neutrality 
were not mvoh ed, but as things 
now stand the question would 


j have to be submitted to the Swiss 
people in a plebiscite. The consen- 
sus here is that the answer would

no" 


Theie is a 
widespread 
hope 


among Swiss statesmen that the 
UNO will find a modus Vivendi to 
take into account Switzerland s 
special position as a neutral. This 
policy runs back to the year 1515 
whn the Swiss suffered a great de- 
feat in the battle of Mangnano at 
the hands of the French and with- 
drew from international politics.

He then went on to say:

"The need for a hook and ladder 


truck and the men to' operate it is 
greater right now than the need 
for the additional pumper, much 
as that is needed.
